AT ALBANY, 
THE SITUATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

ALBANY, N. V., May 27.—At the end of 
the second week of the Senatorial eampaign 
Mr. Conkling finds himself as far, if not 
farther, away frou: a vindication than he was 
at the end of the first week. Last Friday, 
when the Legislature adjourned, bis friends 
laughed at the assertions of the Administra- 
tion leaders that neither Senator could be re- 
elected by Republican votes. They said: 
Wait until next week. Our campaign has 
not cofhmenced. You always talk very 
boastfully before the fight, but your oppo- 
sition don’t amount to anything. Conkling, 
Platt, and Arthur are coming to Albany 
to explain the true condition of affairs, 
and then the Republicans in the Legislature, 
with the exception of a few kickers like Rob- 
ertson, Woodin, Husted, Alvord, and the rest 
of that crowd, will give the two Senators an 
almost unanimous nomination at the party 
caucus. If those few Half-Breeds want to 
bolt the action of the caucus, so much the 
worse for them. Conkling and Piatt are go- 
ing to be triumphantly reélected, and we 
don’t believe there will be any opposition a 
week from now.“ 

WELL, THE WEEK HAS CLOSED, 

Conkling, Platt, Arthur, Crowley, Gorham, 
and a throng of lesser lights have been here, 
They have been aided by Gov. Cornell, 
Speaker Sharpe, State-Treasurer Wendell, 
Superintendent-of-Public-Works Dutcher, 
and the whole officeholding portion of the 
State Administration: but no caucus has 
been held, ne vindication nor nomination has 
been obtained. The majority of the Repub- 
licans of the Legislature could not be influ- 
enced by the appearance, talk, argument, 
pleadings, supplications, intrigues, or threats 
of Mr. Conkling and his assistants to carry 
out the purpose of the former great Machine- 
Boss of New York. This afternoon he, and 
Arthur, and Platt (who has been nicknamed 
*“Me-Too Me-Too” during his visit) re- 
turned to New York, having had another 


conference with Cornell just before their de-. 


parture. Their appearance here, the failure 
of their mission, the forced acknowledgment 
that they could not control a majority of the 
Republican members, and the strengthening 
and complete organization of the Adminis- 
tration forces are the features of the past 
week. Otherwise thé situation is not materi- 
ally changed from what shrewd observers 
said it was last Friday. 
THE ADMINISTRATION SIDE 
has proved to be stronger than it was thought 
to be, and the Conkling side consider- 
ably weaker. Yet either party is 
master of the situation, or able to 
elect its candidates, and there is 
every indication of a prolonged deadlock. 
The forces are now about equally divided, so 
that the fight promises to be one of the most 
perfect triangular contests in the history of 
the State. The Democrats number fifty-four, 
the Administration side about the same, and 
the machine about fifty, leaving five or six 
members in the doubtful list. This is the 
way the contest stands to-day, but no one 
knows what new developements there may 
be Monday. Mr. Conkling is the chief factor 
in the campaign, and the plan 
of battle depends upon his maneuvres. 
Today his shouters say that a 
eaucus will surely be held on Monday night, 
and that over sixty Republicans will attend. 
As the first paper, which bore forty-seven or 
forty-eight signatures, according to the best 
authenticated reports, was a call for a caucus 
on Thursday night, it is said that a new call 
has been drawn up for Monday night, more 
liberal in its terms than the former. The 
machine evidently hopes to catch some 
doubters by this concession, but the new 
men, if any take the bait, will be offset by 
the refusal of some members who signed 
fore to affix their names to another paper. 
THE NEW PAPER 


has only fifteen names on it now, it is re- 
yrted. This does not look ‘encouraging, 
ut Mr. Platt told a gentleman before he 
started for New York that the canvass 
looked better to-day than at any time.

MINNESOTA.

Sr. Paul, Minn., May 27.—A summary of 
interviews to-day with several merchants of 
St. Paul interested in grain developed the 
following facts: The wheat acreage is about 
the same as that of last year. Just now the 
crop in the southern part of the State is not 
very promising. The hot weather of the past 
few days has been very unfavorable for the 
growing grain, causing too rapid and rank 
growth, and preventing its starting out weil. 
There are also some complaints of chincn- 
bugs, though now it is too early for 
them to do much damage. In some 
places the wheat is turning yellow. 
Cool weather in the early stages is needed. In 
the western and northera portions of the State, 


where the planting was late, the wheat looks 
well, and everything now is favorable for a 
large yield. Oorn seed has been very bad, hav- 
ing been biasted by the early blizzards. It is 
estimated that one-half planted will not germi- 
nate. Oats look well. The hay crop will proba- 
bly be one of the heaviest ever known in the 
state. Potatoes and other crops are looking 
well.

BURIED. 
EVERY-DAY BUSINESS RESUMED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
_ Lowpon, Ont., May 27.—There is a feeling 
of relief in the city to-day since the dead 
have been buried and business has resumed 
to some extent its usualrun. Some fifty- 
four of the Roman Catholic community were 
among the victims, and a solemn funeral 
service was held in St. Peter’s Cathedral this 
forenoon. His Lordship Bishop Walsh ac 
livered a most eloquent sermon appropriate 
to the sad event. Experiences of the wreck 
are still being retailed, and are as interest- 
ing as any yet related. 
THE CORONER’S JURY 

summoned to inquire into the cireumstances 
attending the steamboat disaster met again 
at the City-Hall this afternoon, when a num- 
ber of witnesses were examined. It is stated 
that, in addition to numerous eye-witnesses 
of the wreck, a number of practical ship 
wrights and others will be called upon to 
testify to the manner in which the vessel was 
built, and to her carrying capacity. Mr. 
James Meneilly, Assistant Steamboat In- 
spector, who made the statutory examination 
of the Victoria, has been subpenaed, and 
will be in attendance. Evidence in regard 
to the number of tickets taken up 
by the clerks will also be presented, 
and it is hinted that these will 
show that the boat.carried considerably 
more than the law permitted the Victoria to 
carry. It is understood, from inside sources, 
that 


THE ACCIDENT WILL BE ACCOUNTED’ FOR 
in the followmg manner: That the boiler 
was not properly fixed in its position, It was 
inspected last July, and found ali right. It 
was then in its proper place, and secured in 
such a way as to satisfy the Inspector. But, 
this year, it is understood, and perhaps will 
be shown in evidence, the boiler had been 
removed two feet, at least, from its old 
position, and was not properly secured, being 
in reality set upon the lower deck 

LIKE A STOVE, 
being only secured by one bolt when it 
should have been fastened by four. When, 
therefore, the equilibrium of the vessel was 
destroyed, the boiler became dislodged, and 
went by the board as before described in 
these dispatches. This is a very material 
point, which should be made clear in ev 
dence at the inquest. Mayor Campbell has 
issued an order to the manager of the 
Thames Navigation Company to discontinue 
the running of the Company's boats. 
DR. WOODRUFF, 

President of the Thames Navigation Com- 
pany, on being spoken to, seemed to feel his 
position keenly. Ile said, in effeet: The 
Victoria was owned by Mr. Parish, and was 
being run in connection with our boats. The 
arrangements were that each was to prepare 
his own steamers and to pool the receipts. 
The Victoria was inspected in July last, and 
we were under the impression that her papers 
were for a year from that date.”

50,000 CHILDREN IN LINE. 


HOW ANNIVERSARY-DAY WAS CELEBRATED 
IN THE CITY OF CHURCHES. 
New York Tribune, May . 

„We couldn't have finer weather to-day,” 
remarked an enthusiastic assistant Sunday- 
school Superintendent in Brooklyn yester- 
day, “ifithad been made to order.“ The 
same or a similar sentiment was either felt 
or expressed by many persons interested in 
the parade of the children on the fifty-second 
anniversary of the Brooklyn Sunday-school 
Union. The nuinber of children in line was 
estimated to be 51,500, and the parade was 
the largest and most successful ever held in 
the Western District of Brooklyn. The in- 
tense heat of the sun in the morning was 
tempered in the afternoon by a strong breeze 
from the southeast. 

The most publie interest centered in the 
parade of the division which visited the Long 
Meadow in Prospect Park. There were 10, 000 
chiidren from twenty-four schools in the 
division. The principal schools were the Brook- 
lyn Tabernacie, Clinton Street Presbyterian, La- 
fayette Avenue Presbyterian, Sixth Avenue 
Baptist, and Park Congregational. The bells for 
the parade rang in the City-Hall tower and 
churches at II o’clock. Shortly after that time 
the schools of the First Division were on their 
way tothe park. At 2:30 p. m. the lines of the 
parade were formed. About thirty acres of the 
art of the meadow were fenced off for 
Ia the centre was the reviewing- 
stand, with lines of guidons set up to direct the 
line of march. Outside of the inclosure fully 
15,000 persons were gathered, occupying nearly 
every availabie position for sight-seeing. About 
1,000 carriages were drawn up on the north and 
east drives and the turf and bridle- paths ad- 
joining. 

SHORTLY AFTER 3 O'CLOCK

COMMODORE NUTT. 
THE HISTORY OF THE WELL-KNOWN DWARF. 
New York Times, May 2. 

Commodore Nutt, the celebrated dwarf, 
died early yesterday morning at the Anthony 
House, after suffering nearly two months 
from a severe attack of Bright’s disease. 
He was born April 1, 184, at Manchester, 
N. H., and at the age of 17 was brought to 
New York by Barnnm and exhibited in the 
old museum, corner of Ann street and 
Broadway. He was widely advertised as 
„the smallest man in the world.” His full 


name was George Washington Morrison 
Nutt. His father was a New Hamp 
shire farmer, over six feet in hight, and 
weighing 270 pounds. His mother was of 
average size and healthy. When he engaged 
with Barnum in 1860 he was thirty inches high. 
but as the years went by he grew somewhat, and 
at the time of his death his height was three feet 
seven inches. In flirth his increase of size was 
even more marked, and it is not improbable that 
recently his average weight bas been fully twice 
that nen orginally presented to the pubiic. 
The Commodore was oOrigivally known as 
+ $30,000 Nutt,” Mr. Barnum ciaiming that such 
sum was paid the dwarf to go on exhibition. 
“The fact is, though,“ said Mr. Hutchi who 
used to be known as the Lightning Caleu tor,” 
“the old man paid the boy but $15 a week.

UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The Kansas Prohibitory Liquor Law 
Declared Unconstitutional by ‘the 
District Court of Leavenworth. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kas., May 27.—Four cases 

are before the District Court of this county 
to-day involving the construction of the pro- 
hibitory amendment to the Constitution and 
the act of the Legislature to carry it into ef- 
fect. Mr. Holmes, a druggist of this city, 
was char with four violations of the law. 
First, selling bay-rum for toilet purposes ; sec- 
ond, selling tincture of gentian compound for 
medical 1 Third, in selling McLean’s 
Cordial for medicinal purposes; and fourth, 
in selling essence of lemon for culinary 
purposes. The information filed by the 
County Attorney charged that the articles 
sold would produce intoxication, and that 
Mr. Holmes had not a permit to sell the same 
from the Probate Judge. ‘The defendant 
moved to quash each information, claiming 
that under neither statute had he been guilty 
of a public offense, Judge Crosier, in sus- 
taining the motion to quash, delivered an 
elaborate opinion, the main points of which 
are as follows: That under the amendment the 
Constitution cannot probibit, but only regulate, 
the sale of intoxicating liquors for mechanical, 
medicinal, and scieatitic purposes. But that in 
attempting to define the meaning of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, he says that 8 liquor, or mixture 
thereof, that will produce intoxication, shall be 
rer liquors in the meaning 
of the act. and it shall be prohibited, and hence 
the allegation that the articles sold were 
intoxicating liquors in the meaning of the 
law must taken of the law. 
Therefore, the Court held that inasmuch as the 
law undertook to prohibit the sale of arti- 
cies which under the amendment it could only 
regulate, it was unconstitutional, and that the 
act was further in conflict with the Constitution, 
because it undertook to confer judiciary powers 
upon the Probate Court. The gist of the decis- 
jou is that such articles as cologne and tinctures 
are prohibited by the law, but the law itseif is 
unconstitutional. |

Oprntons of the New Testament revision 
are various ahd conflicting, but it seems on 
the whole to be much more favorably re 
ceived on this side the Atiantic than on the 
other. There have deen some squeamish 
criticisms in New Tork of the literary 
changes, but none worthy of the subject 
concerning the scholarship of the revision. 
The English are naturally old fogy and slow 
to adopt any new thing. The Saturday Re- 
view sufficiently expresses the disgust of the 
Anglican Churchover the whole proceeding.

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A 600 deal has been written concern ing 
the Buzzi case, and yet it is little understood. 
Pedro D. Buzzi had a claim of $500,000 
against Spain for an estate seized in Cuba. 
He was prevented from presenting it before 
the American, and Spanish Mixed Claims 
Commission by the decision of the umpire 
that heis nota naturalized citizen of the 
United States. Buzzi claims that his father, 
a native of Milan, filed intention papers in 
the Marine Court of New York in 1824. Pedro 
himself was born in Cuba, out naturalized in 
a Baltimore court in 1809. The umpire held 
that his Baltimore papers, falling to show five 
years’ continuous residence, were not 
good in law. The American counsel, 
on. the other hand, holds that the 
certificate of the United States Court 
is sufficient, and that it is not com- 
petent for a tribunal of foreign jurisdiction 
to inquire into its authenticity. The case 
has special importance for its bearings on 
the status of naturalized American citizens 
in Germany. The German Government has 
asserted its right to go behind the seal of the 
Court granting the naturalization papers and 
inquire into thé circumstances to ascertain 
whether the law has been complied with. 
Our Government has uniformly denied 
this riglit. The principle asserted in the 
Buzzi ease is so important, and, in this view 
of the case, so fundamentally wrong, that 
Secretary Blaine will probably break off all 
negutiations and take steps with a view to 
causing the abolition ef the Mixed Claims 
Cominission and the presentation of our 
claims directly to the Government at Madrid 
with a formal demand for indemnity.

THE audacious and unscrupulous editor of 
the fraudulent newspaper on Wells street 
dodges and squirms and tries to evade the is- 
sue. He produces certificates of dispatches 
received at dates Other than those mentioned 
by Tue Trisuns, and quotes the proof of the 
authenticity of certain dispatches as covering 
the whole case. Behold how plain a tale 
shall put him down! The dispatches which 
he did receive were false in point of fact. 
Those which he did not receive, but falgely 
claimed to have received, were manufactured 
out of whole cloth in his office or sent by 
mail. If the fraudulent editer proves his 
case in the first instance, he proves that he is 
a fool, for he then admits having paid money 
for the transmission of forgeries on the 
New Testament; and for the King James 
version of the Bible, printed in 1611, and ac- 
cessible in all the bookstores in Chicago. 
But he cannot prove his case in the second 
instanee, because he has nota fact to stand 
on. 

He canhot show that the alleged inter- 
views with Rochefort and Louise Michel or 
the account of the wedding of the Princess 
Stephanie were genuine. It is not in him to 
do it. He has only succeeded in proving 
that the dispatches which he did receive were 
forgeries by his eorrespondents abroad, while 
those which he did not receive were forgeries 
by his editors at home. Either way they 
were as false and fraudulent as the news- 
paper in which they appeared. It is really 
immaterial where they were forged, when 
they were forged, or by whom they were 
forged. It is enough for the public to know 
that they were forged; and the proof of this 
is not the assertion of any prejudiced wit 
ness, but the indelible testimony of the types 
contained in the columns of the fraudulent 
newspaper itself. 3 
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THE NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 

Many considerations are involved in Mr. 
Conkling’s effort to regain the seat in the 
United States Senate which he abandoned in 
order to bring embarrassment and dissension 
into the party which elected him. But there 
is one whieh is personal to the members of 
the New York Legislature. He now asks 
that body to stultify itself by re€lecting him. 
We refer to the resolutions passed by the 
Legislature indorsing the appointment of 
Judge Robertson as Collector of the Port of 
New York. 

No one disputes the fact that Conkling re- 
signed because Robertson had been nomi- 
nated, and because he was unable to defeat 
the confirmation of that nomination. It is 
not important to the present argument 
whether Conkling’s resentment was aroused 
because Robertson was personally offensive 
to him, or beeause he was “insulted “ by the 
President’s failure to submit that nomina- 
tion to him before sending it to the Senate, 
or Decause he was determined to control 
the Custom-House for teasons best known 
to himself, and because he knew 
he could exercise no such control 
with Robertson as Collector. Whichever of 
these reasons actuated Conkling, it is certain 
that the appointment of Robertson was the 
provotation for his resigning. But the New 
York Legislature—the very same to which 
Mr. Conkling now appeals for reélection as a 
vindication of his course—had already in- 
dorsed the nomination of Robertson in the 
following unequivocal terms:

Ther knew that Uonkling men had 
been appointed to high places at the seat of 
Government, in foreign Diplomatic and Con- 
sular service, and throughout the State of 
New York. They recognized the fitness of 
making some atknowledgment of tie anti- 
Conkling wing of the Republican party in 
New York, without whose Influence Garfield 
would not have been nominated, and without 
whose codpération he could not have been 
elected. They knew Judge Robertson to be 
the most conspicuous representative of the 
anti-Conkling wing, and were aware of his 
ability and integrity. Hence the spontaneous, 
unanimous, and euthuslastic indorsement 
which the nomination received at their 
hands. 

And now Mr. Conkling asks the New York 
Legislature to stultify itself by indorsing 
Mr. Conkling’s resignation, which was made 
on account of the nomination that body had 
specifically approved. Conkling’s “ma 
chine”? men, who move simply as he directs, 
are apparently willing to stultify themselves 
at his behest. Perhaps this ought not to sur- 
prise any one, as such men rarely think or act 
for themselves, and when they do, are always 
ready to recant at the bidding of the master 
they serve. But every man of independent 
thought and self-respect whe voted for the 
resolutions approving Robertson’s appoint- 
ment must find it impossible now to vote 
for Conkling’s reélection. Robertson is as 
fit a man now as he was when first nom- 
inated. He is now the Collector, as a result 
of that nomination. He has had te indorse- 
ment of the United States Senate, as well as 
of the President. Shall the New York Leg- 
islature now reélect Conkling for the sole, 
purpose of declaring that Robertson ought 
not to be appointed, after it has already de- 
clared much more directly and with a great 
deal more emphasis that “the country at 
large will be the gainer by bis [Robertson’s] 
promotion to another sphere of duty“ —vIE.: 
the office of Collector?

THE NEW TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT. 
The new temperance movement which has 
been inaugurated in the Protestant Episco- 


pal churches of this country, and which is. 


ah offshoot of a similar@novement in the 
Chureh of England, promises to work well, 
as it is founded upon a basis of common 
sense, and does not seek to compel a man to 
become temperate by the rigor of an ordi- 
nance or by the vigor of a policeman’s club. 
At a public meeting of the clergy and laity 
held in New York in March, the formation 
of the Church Temperance Society was 
agreed upon. The Society was organized 
ahd a constitution adopted. The Rt. Rev. 
Benjamin B. Smith, Bishop of Kentucky, is 
the President, and fourteen Bishops have 
consented to serve as Vice-Presidents, among 
them the Bishops of Delaware, Rhode Island, 
Kansas, Missouri, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Texas, and lowa. The Diocesan Conven- 
tions have taken up the subject, and many 
of them have acted upon it favorably, while 
the letters of inquiry which are pouring, in 
from all parts of the country show that the 
movement is destined to become a general 
one. 

The constitution of the Society very clearly 
defines its purposes and modus operandi. 
The former are stated to be The promo- 
tion of temperance, the removal of the 
causes Which lead to intemperance, and the 
reformation of the intemperate.“ The modus 
operandi includes two plans. The first of 
these is of areligious character. It recognizes 
temperance as the law of the Gospel, and to- 
tal abstinence as expedient in some cases. 
Upon this point the constitution says: “We 
fully and freely accord every man the right 
to decide in the exercise of his Christian liber- 
ty whether or not he will adopt said rules. Su- 
preme above all others, we recognize the 
grace of God, in and through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, as the means by which the reform of 
the intemperate is to be sought. We there- 
fore recommend to the members of this So- 
ciety daily prayer for the Divine blessing up- 
on our labors.” The second plan is of a 
practical nature, and includes several divis- 
ions of labor, among them systematic exposi- 
tions of the evils of intemperance in 
lectures, newspaper articles, and ser- 
mons; the organization of diocesan and paro- 
chial societies upon a plan kindred to that 
of the parent Society, each working inde- 
pendently and yet with a common object in 
view and upon the basis of common meth- 
ods; the establishment of coffee-houses, 
workingmen’s benefit societies and associa- 
tions, reading-rooms, places for social gather- 
ings where amusement can be eombined 
with instruction, and other such methods for 
diverting the attention of the lower classes 
from vice and vicious companions and places 
by offering them attractive entertainments, 
elevating them in their own importance, 
awakening their self-respect, and making 
their daily life less dreary. 

For the uses of the diocesan and parochial 
societies an excellent system has been 
adopted as one of the conditions of joining. 
Membership in these societies. will require 
the taking of a pledge, and to suit all cases 
six different forms of pledge have been pre- 
pared. The first is: “I will, by the help 
of God, which I will seek by prayer. 
abstain from all intoxicating drinks 
except on medical order or for religious 
purposes.” The second is “to abstain from 
ail intoxicating drinks in public houses or 
barrooms.”’ The third pledges the signer 
to “do my utmost, in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, both by example and precept, to pro- 
mote the objects of the Society.“ The fourth 
is, to abstain wholly from the use of in- 
toxicating liquors except under a physician's 
order or for sacramental purpose,” and is 
substantially a repetition of the first. The 
fifth is “ to abstain wholly from the practice 
of drinking intoxicating liquors at public 
bars or anywhere when I am alone.” The 
sixth, which aims at one of the most pro- 
lific causes of intemperance, is neither to 
treat nor be treated, whether in public or 
in private, and never to indulge in solitary 
drinking.“ These pledges are only binding 
so long as the signers retain their cards of 
membership in the Societies. 

With the exception of the pledges, which 
are admirably adapted for general use by the 
various classifications, the form of 
laid out is not different from that which nas 
hitherto been employed, but there is this 
essential difference in the manner of per- 
forming the work—namely: that up to this 
time it has been attempted by individuals or 
by little handfuls of individuals in isolated 
localities, withoutmuch influence and only 
with such funds as they could collect from 
well-disposed people. It has been very 
much like Mrs. Partington’s attempt to 
sweep the Atlantic out of her house. Now, 
however, the legions of intemperance are to 
be met by a large and wealthy denomination, 
acting in concert, headed by its most in- 
fluential and active leaders, and working to- 
gether in every city, town, village, and 
neighborhood in this country. It is the 
first time that any religious denomination 
has entered the field in an active, practical 
way, to make a united demonstration under 
a thorough organization, enlisting the serv- 
ices of the entire clergy and laity. Whether 
the Church accomplishes its purpose or not, 
it is none the less creditable to its head and 
heart that it makes the effort, and this at 
least may be said of it: that it is much more 
likely to work for good than all the compul- 
sory legislation that has ever been enacted, 
or all the combined efforts of the total ab- 
stinence fanatics who wake no allowances 
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bor human volition, or nature, The 
workings of the Society will be watched with 
intense interest, and its comprehensive plan 
of operation should also command the 
auxiliary service of all well wishers to tem- 
perance out of as well as in the memberahip 
of the Episcopal Church. 
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BLAINE AND CONKLING. 

Aside from the direct personal importuni- 
ties which Conkling is making to secure re- 
election, he seems to base his campaign 
mainly upon two eonditions—viz.: Grant’s 
friendship and Blaine’s enmity. 

Neither of these conditions is a natural 
factor in the struggle at Albany. Conkling 
has probably overdrawn on Gen. Grant’s 
sympathy and friendship; but, whether he 
has or not, Grant’s protection is not sufficient 
warrant for condoning ali Conkling’s offenses 
against the Republican party and against the 
constitutional spirit of the country. Still less 
is his quarrel with Blaine a reason for re- 
turning him to the Senate in aa independent 
and irresponsible attitude in which he will 
feel at liberty to make war upon the Execu- 
tive branch of the Government. The quarrel 
between Blaine and Conkling is an old one, 
It dates away back to the time when both 
gentlemen were mémbers of the House. It 
is not important what the nature of the 
disagreement was. Mr. George William 
Curtis says that Conkling divides men into 
two classes,—enemies and slaves. Mr. Blaine 
would not be aslave of Conkling’s, and hence 
was forced into an inimical attitude. But so 
far as recent events go, there is nothing to 
indicate that Blaine desired or was able to 
work out any old grudge against Conkling. 
The latter and his faction were generously 
treated in the distribution of patronage. 
Conkling's friends were provided for before 
Blaine's. There is no evidence that Blaine 
made any protest against such provision for 
Conkling, and, if he did, it is certain that the 
protest was of no avail. If the selection of 
Robertson was wise on the score of personal 
fitness, the fact that he ‘was a friend of 
Blaine's certainly did not warrant Conkling 
in resiguing under any circumstances, but 
especially after a large number of Conkling’s 
friends had been appointed by an Adininis- 
tration in which Blaine holds the chief place. 

Conkling and his friends are overreaching 
themselves in their war upon Blaine as well 
as ing upon Gen. Grant’s friendship. 
thelr now beginning to spread abroad in 
a sneaking sort of way irresponsible rumors 
about Blaine’s connection With the star-route 
frauds. Nothing has come to light as yet 
which in the slightest implicates Secretary 
Blaine in that scandal, and probably nothing 
of the kind will be developed. So far the 
men who have been run down—the Bradys 
and Dorseys—are men who were especially 
active in advancing Conkling’s scheme for 
nominating Grant. This has not been 
given as a reason why Conkling 
should not be returned to the Senate. 
But such an argument would be 
stronger certainly than to reason that Conk- 
ing ought to be returned In case Blaine were 
unfortunate enough to have friends involved 
in the star-route corruption. 
palpably a non sequitur, and Mr. Conkling 
will not gain new strength by 


Blaine’s name with this or any other scandal. 
If Blaine should be convicted of Penitentiary 
offenses, the Conkling case would stand just 
where it is now. 

Itis evident that Conkling has two pur- 
poses to subserve in seeking a reélection. 
The first is to grattfy his ambition and vanity, 


and the second to work out old grudges. The |

During all the ages that 
Christianity has been known the prejudices 
and hatred towards the Jews have been un- 


and to no climate. It has been as fierce in 
England as it has been in Spain, and it now 
is as unrelenting in Germany as it is in 
Russia. 

While undoubtedly religious hatred is at 


the bottom of these persecutions in Russia 


and Germany, the antagonisms of race serve to 
aggravate that hatred. In neither Germany 
nor Russia are the Jews persecuted by the 
Government or by the laws. They are out- 
raged, plundered, and robbed by popular 
violence, exercised under the rude form of 
mobs. A mob is generally the most ir- 
rational of all organizations, It has no law 
but foree, and in the exercise of this force it 
has no respect for any of the rights which 
pertain to common’ humanity; it never dis- 
criminates between those who may happen 
to be its victims, and when avarice is added 
to its ordinary inspiration it robs, and plun- 
ders, and destroys with absolute fiendishness 
ahd cruelty. 

The pretexts for these persecutions are too 


‘weak to merit serious consideration in a land 


and in an age when rights of person and 
property are so well defined that they cannot 
be violated ignorantly. In Germany it is 
claimed that the Jews are wealthy and have 
unlimited capital and resources; that they 
are banded fraternally, and by combination 
and ability are assuming a monopoly of all 


trade. of all banking, of all manufacturing, 


and of all the branches and avenues of com- 
merce and industry, to the gradual but rapid 
exclusion of all other races and religions not 
similarly bound together. It is claimed that 
the non-Jewish people find themselves 
crowded out of all the ordinary walks of 
life by the Jews, who are at the same time 
absorbing and consolidating into their exelu- 
sive hands the wealth and property of the 
country. These premises being assumed, the 
conclusion reached is that the Jews are pub- 
lic enemies, and must be subjected to pecul- 
iar pains and penalties, and be denied per- 
sonal and political rights guaranteed to all 
other German subjects. | 

In Russia the complaint takes even a wider 
range. It is asserted that the average Rus- 
sian peasant is an idle, shiftless, lazy creat- 
ure, much addicted to strong drink, and 
when under its influence is easily fooled and 
deceived. It is claimed that during the pe- 
riod which has followed the emancipation of 
the serfs and the distribution of the land, the 
Jews have been consuming the substance of 
the people. The complaint runs that the 
peasants who have made several payments 
on the land, and might have reasonably ex- 
pected long since to have become its owners 
and possessors, have been seduced by the 
Jews into the immoderate use of 
strong drink; that in this condition 
they have been wasteful and improvident; 
that, unable to meet their payments, they 
have been seduced by the Jews to borrow 
money at extortionate rates; that, unable to 
pay thése loans and the accumulating inter- 
est, they have been compelled to relinquish

mortgage, liable to be foreclosed at any time. 


‘The charge includes, also, the other: that all 


personal property of any particular value has 
been gathered by the Jews in the same man- 
ner under extortionate loans. 

The popular violence in Russia, it is 
claimed, is largely due to these popular com- 
plaints that the Jews, being men of means, 
being thrifty and hard working, living in a 
land of shiftless, idle, and intemperate peo- 
ple have in time become the owners of the 
very soll on which these vast millions of 
people depend for subsistence, and that the 
benefits of the emancipation and of the land 
distribution by the Government have all 
inured to the Jews. Of course, this com- 
plaint is confined to certain districts, and in 
these districts the antagonism to the Jews, 
which has always prevailed in Russia and 
is founded on religious and race prejudices, 
has now additional intensity: because of this 
anti-land or anti-rent excitement. 

It is but justice to state that the Russians 
engaged in this persecution of the Jews are 
grossly and profoundly ignorant. They have 
not been salle htened by emancipation. They 
have even at this day but the faintest con- 
ception of legai rights of property. They 
have lived in communities and held property 
in communities, and know nothing really of 
the rights and duties of holding land in sev- 
eralty. In addition to this ignorance is 
their stolid religious fanaticism and super- 
stition. They are political slaves, and are 
slaves of the Church, and they give no prom- 
ise of any enlightenment. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that, once 
begun, their hatred—religious, political, and 
social—of the Jews is pushed with a fiendish- 
ness, cruelty, and barbarity shocking to civil- 
ization.

Man resents the tolera- 
tion of the Great Father of the Universe by 
aiming in the pride ot opinion to destroy the 
great majority of the human family.

Vaccination. 


The recent prevalence of small-pox in some of 
the factory towns of M usetts has been fol- 
lowed by the ueual outéry against vaccination, 
and many cannot be convinced that Jenner's 
discovery is of any value, while great danger is 
ascribed to it. Prof. Wiillam B. Carpenter bas 
written a letter to show bow unsound is all op- 
jection of this kind. “The critics state,” be 
says, * that, in spite of compulsory vaccination, 
nearly 15,000 persons died of the disease each 
year im Grent Britain during the small-pox — 
demic of 1870-7. This is a strong recommenda- 
tion for vaccimation, as records show that in 
the epidemics before the day of Jenter’s dis- 
covery more than that numberof peuple died 
annually from ‘%mail-pox in alone, 
which then had a population of less than 1.000.

THE SIOUX INDIANS. 


Removal of 1,300 Redskins from Fort 
Buford to Standing Bock Agency. 
Speciat Wispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

St. Paul., Minn., May 27.—A Fort Buford 
special to the Pioneer-Press says: Three 
steamers were freighted last night for Stand- 
ing Rock, via Bismarck, with 1,300 hostiles 
who surrendered at this point last winter 
and spring. An officer and escort of one 
company of Federal tfoops were sent with 
each of the steamers. This morning about 
100 other hostiles came in. Sitting-Bull's 
daughter was one of the party. The removal 
is being quietly. submitted to. and the 
late hostiles seem reconciled to the 
transfer. A delayed dispatch of the 
day before received at the same 
time says: The steamers Sherman, Helena, 
and Far West are at the post waiting orders 
from Department headquarters, and every- 
thing is in ieadiness for operations when the 
orders come. The arrival here of six boats 
yesterday, three in addition to those named, 
en route for other points on the river, caused 
considerable consternation in the Indian 
camp, in connection with the well-timed ar- 
rival of Capt. Mathey’s company of the Sev- 
enth Cavalry, which marched by the camp 
and into the post about noon. Maj. 
Brotherton very wisely established a 
strong picket guard around the camp 
last night after dark in such a 
manner as to intercept any fugitives who 


| might have been frightened into attempts to 


escape, and then instructed Capt. Clifford and 
Lieut. Robinson to calm the fears of the In- 
dians by telling them they would be notified 
as soon as orders are received regarding their 
movements, The chiefs manifest much con- 
fidence in the statements of the officers in 
charge of them. The Pioneer-Press corre- 
spondent was permitted to visit the camp 
and remain in it during the night, and, after 
the interview between the Chiefs and the 
oflicers in charge, accompanied Lieut. Robin- 
son in his inspection of the camp to 
the lodges of Crow King and The Gall. 
Both were well filied with their respective fol- 
lowers, who had gathered there to listen to any 
news their chiefs might have to give them, and 
they strongly expreased their pleasure when in- 
formed of the commanding olficer’s continued 
good feeling towards them, and his assurance 
that they und no cause for fear, as the orders, 
when they should come, would only produce a 
change to better their condition and bring about 
the object for which they had surrendered. The 


olticers in charge freely express cuntidence in 


their ability to cause all to move cheerfully 
without a demonstration of force, but should 
such demonstration be necessary there is ampie 
force here at hand, and it will be ready to act 
promptly.

This 
morning the Judicial Commitee submitted a 
report in the case of the Rev. De Witt Tal- 
mage, the celebrated B. oklyn divine who 
was in October last brought before the Synod 
of Long Island on charges of falsehood, pre- 
ferred by the Rey. Arthur Crosby, nephew of 
New York’s noted Dr. oe: The matter 
created a genuine sensation both Brook- 
lyn and New York. ‘The Synod, after listen 
ing to each side, dismissed the complaint, as 
the case was nor a proper one for review. 
The Rev. Mr. Crosby appealed from this find- 
ing to the Assembly, and the Committee, 
after reviewing the matter, reported in 
favor of supporting the opinion of the Synod 
and dismissing the appeal, they held that 
while the misuse or abuse of discretionary 
power is reviewable, its use in this instance 
seems to have been, in regard to the subjeet, 
fairly within its range and unobjectionable 
in its manner. , 

The report of the Committee on Reorgani- 
zation of Synods was submitted and debated 
through the remainder of the day. The 
Committee, after a review of the efforts to 
secure this remodeling, said, in reporting 
a new plan for the reorganization of Synods: 

“Your Committee desire to refer to the 
one which was presented to the last Assem- 
bly, and to direct attention to its 
general principle,—that the boundaries 
of each Synod shall be made, unless ob- 
viously impracticable, co-terminous with the 
boundaries of the State. This principle your 
Committee believe to be pre@minently wise, 
and it is upon it that they base the plan that 
they now propose... As at present organized, 
twelve of our Synods cover entire States, 
three extend over parts of several States, two 
are in foreign lands, and the rest, twenty- 
one in number, are in the six States of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
and lowa. It seems to your Committee that 
the reasons for approving of this plan are ob- 
vious. Let Synods in each of these six States 
be consolidated into one Synod, covering 
the entire State, and our Church will be orwap- 
ized throughout the land under one consistent 
system,—a system which, so far as then possible 
under the constitution, was adopted at the time 


of the reunion by the Joint Committee of Re- 
construction. In accordance with the geo- 
graphical aad political divisions of the country,

SMALL-POX. 
ALLEGED BLOOD POISONING. 

Dr. C. Graham, of No. „ South Halsted street, 
thinks that the Board of Health, through ‘its 
agents, is guilty of having committed wholesale 
blood- poisoning last February in the vaccination 
of the children of St. Michael's School, and the 
Doctor presents some rather convincing facts to 
substantiate his belief. A few day ago he was 
called to attend three children of a Mr. Dewald. 
who lives at No. 338 North avenue. The 
children were suffering from what appeared to be 
sait-rheum, but which, the Doctor says, is really 
psoriasis. These three children were all vaccin- 
ated the same day last February injSt. Michael's. 
and since that time have been troubled with the 
psoriasis, the disease first making its appearance 
ou the vaccinated arm and gradually extending 
to the various jointsof the bods. it is one of 
the most disagreeable of all cutaneous affec- 
tions. Another child of Mr. Dewald was vacci- 
nuted on the same day that the other three 
were, but by au outside physician, and has ex- 
perienced no symptoms ef psoriasis. Dr. Gra- 
ham says inquiry developed the fact that a large 
number of other children who attended the 
school and were vaccinated by the Board of 
Health officers have since been suffering from 
psoriasis. Hethinks it all aue to the fuct that im- 
pure vaccins matter was used. The children say 
they were vaccinated with points,“ but Dr. 
Graham deok:res that this way is by far too ex- 
pensive for wholesale yaccination, unless the 
points are cheap ones, and, if they are cheap, 
the virus has been picked from anywhere, at no 
cost, and is impure. For wholesale vaccination 
a cone,“ or part of a cone, vf non-humanized 
virus should be dissoived in water, which would 
give the same vaccine matter used on genuine 
points, but would be mucb cheaper.

It 
was trying to meet the indebtedness to Hyde 
Park for its interest in the works as it fell due, 
and had to lay out large sums for improvement 
of the works so as to supply the largely increas- 
ing demands for water. 

ENGLEWOOD. 

The contemplated change in time of some of 
the suburban trains on Rock Isiand Road is 
creating quite a feeling among the patrons who 
are to be cut off from the privileges of one of 
the trains. By the shortening of time of the 
run of the Blue Island dummy, which arrives in 
Chicago at 9:15 a. m., all stations between Wash-

The scholars and divines to whom the task

t was committed ten years ago 
now the result of their work before 
the bc of the United Kingdom and ot 
United States. Years must elapse before 
the bearing of the changes made on doctrinal 
controversies shall be fully ascertained. 
Meanwhile it is important that the whole 
Christian community should keep in view just 
what the changes are. In the present notice 
we confine ourselves to the four Gospel nar- 


fatives; but within this field we propose to 
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point out each emendation which in any ma- 
tefial degree affects the sense. We shall 
place side by side the corresponding passages 
in ‘the old and the new translations, com- 
paring these now and then with the original 
Greek and with the Latin of the Vulgate. 
The Greek text used is that issued from the 
Oxford Clarendon Press in 1876, and the 
edition of the Vulgate quoted is that sanc- 
tioned by Sixtus V. and Clement VIII. 
THE PRINCIPAL ERRORS 
Of the old, or so-called Authorized Version, 
arise from two causes. The translators did 
not have the right Greek text before their 
eyes, and they did not always translate prop- 
erly the text they had. On the first point. 
it is sufficient to say that not one of the four 
most ancient manuscripts was then known 
to be in existence, and that the materials of 
textual criticism then extant were turned to 
very slight aceount. The mistakes in the 
of Greek words caused by imper- 
fect historical knowledge were not ipconsid- 
erable, while the blunders in Greek grammar 
Were numerous and flagrant. On these two 
grounds, defective text and defective schol- 
arship, a new translation of the Bible was 
impératively required. Tlie archaic form, on 
the other hand, of the English used in King 
James’ version is far from being a blemish, 
and this has wisely been retained except in 
ease of those words which have lost or 
— — altered the meaning they had two 
centuries and a half ago. We may add that 
the division into verses, which is responsiblé 
for many gross perversions of the sense, has 
very properly been omitted. We scarcely 
need to say that this arrangementof the mat- 
ter is to be found in none of the inanuscripts. 
It was first introduced by the Paris printer, 
Robert Stephens, in that one of his editions 
which was printed in 1551. The division into 
chapters, which the authorized version in- 
herited from the Bible of the later middle 
ages, has also been rejected. The division 
into paragraphs has been retained, although 
for this, too, there is no warrant except con- 
venience. The oldest uncial manu- 
acripts, far from exhibiting divisions into 
verses, chapters, and paragraphis, do not even 
separate one word from another.

As every change in the text followed by King 


| James’ translators had to be ratified by two- 


thirds of the revisers, it is obvious that the 
latter practically constructed on a very arbi- 
trary system a new text for themselves. Now, 
a Greek text made up by the vote of a major- 
ity will never have much weight with schol 
ars, for whom the opinion of a Porson or a 
Bentley would outweigh the combined suf- 
frages of his contemporaries. The verdict, of 
course, is open to still greater suspicion when 
the jury is made up not of Greek scholars 
pure and simple, but of divines who have 
the strongest motives to admit no change 
whieh would imperil the creed of an im- 
portant sect. or of Christianity regurded as 
a whole. Moreover, we do not even know 
what new text constructed in this curious 
way X was, nor shall we until the Greek 
original of the revised translation is issued 
from the Oxford University Press.

In 
the twenty-third verse the Greek word 
“euaggelion ” is rendered“ gospel.“ whereas 
later in the same chapter it receives its literal 
meaning of “good tidings.” There is no 
doubt, we think. uiat the latter significant 
translation should have been given through- 
out. The Vulgate simply reproduces the Greek 
word in “evangelium.” In the twenty-fourth 
verse Greek word “seleniazomenous ” 
is far more accurately expressed by epi- 
leptic” than by the old phrase, those 
which were lunatic.” As for the word 
“daimonizomenous,” here and elsewhere 
translated * possessed of devils.“ it is much 
to be regretted that the wish of the Ameri- 
can Committee to everywhere substitute 
“demons” was not yielded to. The New 
Testament knows but one devil. 

Of the changes in

the substitution of sons“ for children,“ 
and of “‘reproach”’ for “ revile,” is undoubt- 
edly justified by the Greek, but was scarce! 
worth making. It is otherwise with the fil- 
teenth verse, wiere the words formerly 
rendered candle“ and ~“™ candlestick” 
should, of course, be lamp“ and “lamp- 
stand.“ the old translators were led into 
their error by the Vulgate, which rendered 
the Greek luchnon“ by “lucernam,” but 
“luchnian” by “cand«labruim.” In the 
twenty-second verse of the fifth chapter we 
find the words “without a cause” omitted 
in the new version. ‘There ts an equivalent 
for them in the Oxford Greek text, but not 
in the Vulgate, and they are generally be- 
lieved to be o>: oe explanation which 
crept into the text. The Greek words 
“geennan tou puros,” which occur at the 
close of the twenty-second verse, were 
formerly rendered “ hell-füre,“ aad now ap- 
pear as the hell of fire.” There can be no 
doubt that the word “hell” is used too 
loosely and inconsistently by the revisers, 
The words Hades” and “ Gehenna” should 
have been literally reproduced, and certainly 
they should not be confounded in the same En- 
giishterm. In the twenty-ninth verse of the 
same chapter, Thy right eye offend thee,” 
etc., we find substituted the literal and far 
more vivid meaning of the Greek verb, 
“causeth thee to stumble.” This is one of 
the wahy instances which show that the old 
translators — | copied the Vulgate. But 
when the so-called Latin translation was nade 
at the beginning of the third century, 
or even when it was revised by Je- 
rome at the close of the fourth, everybody 
know the meaning of the Greek verb “skan- 
dalizein,” directly reproduced in the Latin 
*“seandalizat,” and it was not until long aft- 
erward that the term acquired its secondary 
sense. In the thirty-ninth, instead of re- 
sist not evil,” we have “resist not him that 
is evil,” no doubt the accurate translation of 
„to ponero.“ The Latin, having no article, 
said simply“ malo,“ which led the old En- 
glish translators astray. e There isa marked 
difference in the forty-fourth verse as it ap- 
pears in the old and the new versions:

The equivalent of all the words omitted in 
the new version is found in the Greek of the 
Oxford text, and it is all in the Vulgate, ex- 
cept the clause, Bless thein that curse you.” 
What text the revisers chose to fullow, we, 
of course, cannot say. In the forty-sixth 
verse, which ran, Do not even the publicans 
so?” the word “ publicans”’ is right if the 
Oxford text, ** telonai,” be followed; but the 
Vulgate has Ethniei,““ and the revisers 
have Gentiles, evidently preferring some text 
which had ethnikoi” or la ethne.“ 


IN THE LORD’3S PRAYER, 


the first change to be noted is the substitu- 
tion of the evil one” for “evil” in the 
phrase * deliver us from evil.” Llere, again 
the old translators unquestionably fulluwed 
the Vulgate, where the Latin, having no 
article, gives a malo for the Greek apo 
tou poneron.” Here, in the new version, as 
in the Vulgate, the prayer ends. The doxol- 
ogy is Omitted, not only owing to the 
weighty influence of the Latin ver- 
sion, which passed under Jerome's 
eye, but bevause itis not found in any of the 
great uncial manuscripts, nor in any of the ref- 
erences of che eurliest tathers to the Lord's 
Prayer. in the nineteenth verse of Chapter six 
“ consume is substituted for corrupt. which, 
in its derivative modern sense, does not repre- 
sent the Greek word for which the Vulgate 
“demolitur” was a fair equivalent. in the 
twenty-second verse the Greek “iuknos,’’ 
which was loosely rendered gut.“ is now ac- 
curately transcribed in lamp. — the lamp of 
the body is the eye.“ The Vulgate was correct 
enough, giving ne lux or “ kimen,” but lu- 
cerna.”” In the twenty-third verse we buve an 
instance of tue mistake made by the old trans- 
lators ju oocasionally emphasizing the Greek 
detinit article. The revised version reads: Ik. 
therefore, the light that isin thee be darkness, 
how great is the durkuess —not that dark- 
ness. Here the oid translators were again 
misied by the Vulgate, which reads “ ipsce 
tenebre quante erunt. Now we come to an 
emendation which, to our mind, is no improve- 
ment. The Greek verb merintein“ occurs 
frequently ia this chapter, and isin each in- 
stance reudered by the revisers ** to be auxious,”’ 
whereas the old version made it “tu take 
thought.”” Now, there is nu doubt that the 
phrase “to take thought,” as used in the con- 
text, implies solicitude or anxiety, and was, 
therefore a sulliciently vorrect rendering of the 
Greek. Not that King James’ translators de- 


that the attempt to get even closer to the 22 
has led to awkward results in such phrases as 
“Which of you by being anxious can add one 
cubit unto his stature?” or, “Why are ye anx- 
ious concerning raiment?” In the ninth verse 
of the seveuth chapter we have one of the 
MOST FLAGRAMNWT PROOFS OF INCOMPETENCE 
to deal with the simplest Greek sentence exhib- 
ited by the old English translators. Ln the au- 
thorized version the sentence runs as follows: 
“Or what man is there of yuu whom, if his son 
ask breud, will he give bim astonef The Greek 
verb in the vriginai is followed by two accumu- 
latives; the English verb “tu ask is not, or 
rather, to eliminate such phrases as I ask you 
a question, the thing desired and the person 
applled to cannot both be in the accusative. 
Now, it is incredible that any one translating 
directly from the Greek would produce such a 
sentence as whom, if bis son ask bread.” But 
the truth is, that the Vulgate had made the 
sa Qe take in giving the verb “ peto”’ two ac- 
ives, which, in good Latin, it could not 
have, thus: * Quis est ex vobis homo, quem si 
petier it fllus suus panem.’’ The new version 
runs as follows: Or what man is there of you 
who, if bis son shall ask bim for a louf will give 
Ama stone?” The Greek word “artos” is 
of course, properly rendered “loaf,’ an 
this translation even more im- 
portant where in the plural. 
as in a verse of the fourth chapter, 
where the tempter says, If thou art the Sou of 
God, command that these stones become bread.”’ 
Here we naturaily expect that this will be 
“ joaves,” but for soine occult reason the fre vis- 
ers to be inconsistent, and say * bread.”

In the eiguth verse of the ninth obapter the 
old version gives: “But when the multitudes 
saw it they marveled.“ Evidently the transiators 
bere had before them the word “et asan,”’ 
which now appears in the Oxford text. re- 
visers print they were afraid.“ having in view 
e other text which offers an equivalent to the 
ulgate “timuerunt.” Ia the next verse the oid 
version has, He saw a mau named Matthew 
sitting at the receipt of custom.” For sam 
Greek word the revisers write the * place o 
toll.“ Naturally enough the Vuigate simply re- 
roduces the word of the original telonion,” 
or, during the third and fourth centuries, when 
the Latin version was prepared, the place desig- 
nated was but too well known to every subject 
of the Roman Empire. In the thirteenth verse 
the-e is an ambiguity in the old version. “I will 
have thercy, and not sacrifice"; there is not the 
least room for obscurity in the Greek or in the 
Vulgate, for which the revisers offer a proper 
equivalent in 
“| DESIRE MERCY, AND NOT SACRIFICE.” 


In the sixteenth verse the meaning of the Greek 
was but faintly indicated in the old transiadon, 
No man putteth a piece of old cloth unto a new 
garment.” The Greek is “rakous agnaphon,”’ 
which the Vulgate renders “ panni rudis,“ and 
the revisers * undressed cloth.’ So, too, in the 
seventeenth verse, Neither do men put new 
wine into old bottles,“ the word “ bottles is dis- 
carded for ** wine-skins,”’ the Greek being “as- 
kous.“ and the Latin “utres.”"" In the twentieth 
verse, “A woman which was diseased with an 
issue of blood.“ was diseased with is correct- 
ly replaced by“ had.“ Neither a Greek nor a 
modern physician would degcribe the affection 
alluded to as a disease. Here the translators 
thought they were following the Vulgate, 
= or sanguinus fluxum putiebatur,” 
di not, however, allirm disea 
but merely & disorder. In the 
twenty-third verse we find the Greek word 
“auletas’’ exsetly reproduced in “ fluteplayers.”’ 
The Vuigate ha’ divereed somewhat in bi- 
eines.“ and the old version took refuge in the 
geheric word “minstrels.” In the tbirtieth 
verse the word “straitiy,” though it formerty 
carried some notion of the right meaning, bus 
been advantageously replaced by “ strictiy.” 
“Sterniy’’ would have come even closer to the 
form of the Greek word, which the Vulgate bap- 
pily reproduce in “comminatua est. In the 
thirty-sixth verse, He was moved with com- 
passion on them because they fainted,” it is ob- 
vious that the revisers have followed a diferent 
text, for their phase, were distressed.“ corre- 
sponds to some Greek equivaient of the Vulgate 
“vexati.”’

SIMON THE CANAANITE, . 
The designation would convey a wholly false 
impression as to the nativity and race of Sismon. 
The truth is, that Simon nad belonged to the 
faction of so-calied Zealots who were known as 
Cunanwans in the Aramaic dialect of Pales- 
tine. In the sixteenth verse of chapter ten the 
revisers have retained the old translation, ** Be 
yetherefore wise as serpents and barug>—ss as 
doves.” Ik, as we presume, they had before 
them the Greek word “ akeraioi,”’ the marginal 
reading “ simple,”’ corresponding to the Vulgate 
“simplices,” would ciearly have been more 
faithful. inthe tweaty-fourch verse, also, the 
oid translation is retained—viz.: “A disviple is 
not above his master nor a servant above tis 
lord.” False inferences have been drawn from 
this passage as to the tolerance of slavery b 
the New Testament. The Greek word *doulos” 
mcans * gg and nothing else, and 
was properly transterred to the Vulgate in 
servus.“ In the sixth verse of the eleventh 
chapter, “Blessed its he whosoever Shall 
net be offended in me,” the old translators 
were again led astray by the secondary sense of 
the Vuigate “ scaundalizatus,”” which, as we have 
gaid, transplanted the Greek word intact. The 
revisers give the true meaning. by whusocever 
shall und no occasion of stumbling in we. In 
the eleveuth verse, ie that is least in the 
kingdom of Heaven” isaiteredto “ He that is 
but little“; literally it should be “ He that is 
lesser." The Vulgate hits it exaciy.—“ qui 
autem minor est.“ In the old version the last 
sentence of the nineteenth verse ran, * Wisdom 
is justified of ber children.” The revisers have it 
“ by ber works.“ toliowing a different text irom 
that used by the old Oxford trauslators and still 
gancuonod by the Oxford press, The Vulwate 
Rus un filiis suis,“ and there is no doubt that 
the reading rejected by the revisers bas the 
sanction of many ancient authorities. In 
the twenty-third verse Greek 
words “heos hadou'“ were formerly rendered 
“ Thou shalt be brought down to hell.“ But it is, 
93 we have said, preposterous to use the same 
word for Hades and “Gebeuna.” The Vul- 
gate did not do it. rn in the latter case 
the Greek Word itseif, and translating the verse 
under review “usque in oy sheng descendes.”’ 
In this instance the revisers Print: „Thou shalt 
go down unto Hades"; and

that they have not always preserved the distine- 
tion. In the thirty-first and thirty-second verees 
of chapter 12 of the new version, pueuma 
and “pueuna to hagion”™ are accurately ren- 
dered Sprit“ and Holy Spirit: why, then, 
Hoi Gnost in the first chapter? In the 
fortieth verse the revisers retain * Whale fora 
Greek word applicable to any marine animal ‘of 
abaormal size. It is extremeiy doubtful whether 
the whale was ever seen in the Mediterranean 
during bisteric times, or was ever known to the 
Greeks. 

In the fourth verse of the thirteenth chapter 
the Greek la peteina,”’ for which the Vulgate 
has “volucres,” is rendered “ birds by the re- 
visers, instead of fois,“ as in the old version. 
We need not say that the word “fowls” had a 
generic meaning in King James time. lu the 
tifty-second verse of the same chapter the 
Greek work “ mathe!euthelis,”’ — Sy Val- 
gate makes “docius,” is now ren dere made a 
disciple to.“ The oid version had which is in- 
structed unto,” which seems at least equally 
faithful. In the eighth verse ot the fourteenth 
chapter the daughter of Herodias is described 
as being put forward by” her mother, instead 
of being before instructed of.“ The old ver- 
sion followed the Vuigate “ pramonita,”’ while 
the revisers bring out the exuct meaning of 
the Greek “**probibastheisa.”” In the twenty- 
sixth verse, the Greek word “ phan- 
tasma, reproduced bodily in the Vul- 
gute, is correctly rendered “apparition,” in- 
sieud of the old spirit.“ which latter word 
should be reserved for“ pneuma.” In the thir- 
tieth verse. When He saw tho wind boister- 
ou, tho revisers reject from their text the ad- 
jective “ischuron,” which is found, neverthe- 
less, in some ancient authorities. and is pro- 
served in the Vulgate “ vaiidum.”’ 

In the fourth verse of the fifteent&@ chapter, 
“He that curseth father or mother.“ the old 
translators were again misled by the secondary 
meaning of the Vulgate “‘maledixerit.’"" The 
revisers translate literally “ kakologon” b 
“speaketh evil.“ The meaning of the fift 
verse was greatly Obscured in the old version— 
thus: “ Whosoever shall say to his father or his 
mother, It isa gift, by whatsoever thou mightest 
be profited by me.” 
ly unintelligible, and there is little doubt that 
the Greek text itself is not only cravbed, but 
corrupt. The sense of it is 

FAR BETTER ELICITED 

in the new version, as follows: Whosoever 
shall say to his father or his mother, That where- 
with thou mightest have been profited by me is 
(already) given to God.“ 
the old transiators bad before them the word 
“ eggizei.”’ still preserved in the Oxford Greek 
text; but the revisers, who read “ bonoreth,”’ 
must have had before them auother word, rep- 
resented in the Vulgate “ honorat.“ In the four- 
teenth verse tbe old version, awreeing with the 
Vuigate and the Oxford Greek text. has Let 
them alone, they be blind leaders of the blind.’’ 
The revisers, followmg some other text, read, 
Let them alone, they are blind euldes.’’ In the 
twenty-seventh verse the thought is much bet- 
ter indicated by a faituful translation of the 
Greek particles. The oid tranjators said: 
Truth, Lord, vet the dows eat of the crumbs 
which fail from their masters’ tabie.” The 
Greck is“ Nal, Kurie kai gar,” whieh Is now re- 
produced in “ Yea, Lord, for even.“ The Vul- 
gute bad EKtiam Dominie nam et.“ 

in the thirty-ninth verse of the same chapter 
the old Version ran “came into the coasts of 
Magdala,” givum the country the same nume 
which is still preserved in the Oxford Greek 
text. The revisers, following some other manu- 
script, read“ Magadan,” again contirming the 
Vulgate, woich had“ Magedan.” Iu the eight- 
eenth verse of the sixteenth chapter, * The gutes 
of hell shall not prevail aguinst it.“ the Greek 
word “badou”’ is properiv translated “ of 
Hudes“ in the new version. It is much to be 
regcetted that the English revisers have been 
60 inconsistentin the translation of this word. 
The Vulgate, which in this place reads * inferi,”’ 
is everywhere careful to preserve the distine- 
tion between Hades and “ Gehenna.” Hades, 
we need not say, signified the piace to which 
all men., good and bad alike, were conducted 
after death; whereas “*Gebenna’’ was the uiti- 
mute abode of the wicked, as Paradise was of 
the good. In the twenty-sixth verse, For what 
is u man profited if be shall gain the whole 
world and lose bis own soul? Or what Shall a 
mai give in exchange for his soul?’ the revisers 
print oot soul.“ but “life,” which correctly 
translates “* psuche.”” The old version was mis- 
led by the Vulgate “ anima. 

In the fifeentn verse of the sevententh chap- 
ter the Greek verb “seleniazetai,” literally

Ia the tweuty-fourts. verse the vague 
word “tribute mroney” is replaced by bulf- 
suekel.“ Itisa pity that the revisera, baving 
gone so far, did not imitate we Vulgute, and re- 
produce name of the Greek cain di- 
druchma.”

In the sixth and following 
verses were some striking instances of pervér- 
sion of Meaning through transiating “ skanda- 
lizein"’ “to offend,” instead of “to cause to 
stumble.” are here, and throughout 
Matthew, corrected by the revisers; but we may 
now take occasion to express our surprise at the 
persistent repetition of the old error in the 
present version of Mark's narrgtive. In the 
seventeenth verse the formef version had 
“ heathen man for the word which it renders 
almost everyw else * Gentile.” The Greek 
is ethoikos,” Vuigate “ ethnious,” and the re- 
visers, of course, print Geatile.” In the twen- 
ty-ghird verse the old version likens the king- 
dom of Heaven unto a certain King * which 
would take account of his servants." There 
was no excuse for this mistake, for the Vul- 
gate had “rationem ponere cum servis suis.” 
© Greek is sunareai logon meta 
ton doulon autou,” which the revisers have 
rightly made make a reckoning with.“ though 
they still insist on printing “servants” for the 
word which meant slaves.“ The purport of 
the whole parable which follows is a guod deal 
obscured by this curious reluctance to translate 
the word “doulus.””

In the n verse oc- 
curred in the old version a blunder which the 
revisers persist in retaining without regard to 
the protest of the American Committee. The 
Greek hekaton denaria has been literally re- 
—1 by the Vulgate in centum denarios” ; 
jut both of our English versions have “a hun- 
dred pence.” Now, the Greek “denarius,” at 
the date in question, was worth absolutely about 
seventeen ceuts, aud relatively to the purehas- 
ing value of money a great deal more. 
THE ABSURDITY 

of rendering it a penny is brought out still more 
forcibly a little later, where both the old and re- 
vised versions make the master of a vineyard 
hire workmen for a penny a day. The unlearned 
reader is likely to draw some wild conclusions 
— the relations of labor and capital at the 
epoch. 

in the seventeenth verse of the nineteenth 
chapter the revisers follow atext differing consid- 
| from that represented iu the oid version, 
The latter ran Why callest thou me good? 
There is none good but one, that is God!“; and 
the corresponding Greek is preserved in the 
Oxford text. Here the vid transiators diverged 
from the Vulgate. while the revisers have re- 
turned to it, for the new version, “ Why ask- 
est thou me cooncerni that which is good? 
One there is who ia good,” is identical with the 
Vulgate. Quid, me inierogas de bono? Unus 
est bonus, Deus, except that the last word is 
omitted. In the twentieth verse the revisers 
omit from their Greek text the words translated 
jn the oid version ** from my youthup.” They 
appeur, however, in the Oxford text and in 
the Vulgate. The twenty-third verse was 
thus printed in the old version: “A rich 
man shall bardly enter into the kingdom of 
Heaven.” This wasa clumsy reproduction of 
the Vulgate. “ Dives difficile intrabit iu regnum 
celorum.,” The revisers give the Greek taith- 
fully in It is bard fora rich mau to enter the 
kingdom of Heaven.” In the twenty-fourth 
verse, It is easier fora camei to go through a 
needie’s eye,“ ete., is unquestionably a correct 
translation of the Greek; but there is little 
doubt among scholars that the Greek itself, in- 
stead of translating too literuily, should bave 
transferred bodily a word of the Arama dialect 
denoting a small, low gate through which a 
camel could not pass without stooping. As the 
text is allowed to stand, it is ot course equivalent 
to saying that

In the twenty-second verse the re- 
visers omit the words foundin the old version 
and the Oxford Greek text, “and tu be baptized 
witb the baptism that I am baptized with.“ Here 
again the revisers approve the Vulgate, from 
which tho oid translators bad ventured to de- 
part. The corresponding words are, of course, 
omitted in the verse which follows. In the thir- 
ty-first verso the old translation represeuted 
but very awkwardly the meaning of the Greek: 
It ran: “The multitude rebuked them because 
they should bold their pence.” The Greek con- 
juncuon is bina,.”’ which the Vuigate correctiy 
reproduced in but followed by the subjunc- 
tive. “in order that”’ is the full Euglisb equiv- 
alent: the revisers have “the multitude re- 
buked them that they should hold their peace.“ 

In the seventh verse of the twenty-secood 
chapter the revisers omit the words “when he 
heard theroof. The old translators evideatiy 
took them at second band from the Vulgate, 
but we tindaGreek equivalent in the Ox‘tord 
text. In the niuth verse of the old version, **Go 
ye, therefore, into tne highways,” the transla- 
tion evaded dealing with the words “ exitus 
vinrum in the Vuigate, which they did not 
uuderstand, and which are c a lame 
rendering of the Greek diexodous ton bodon.“ 
The later words describe the piace 
where two or more roads met: and the 
revisers have given at once a literal and 
vivid .transiation, “the partings of the high- 
ways. In the sixth verse of the twenty-third 
chapter there was no warrant whatever, either 
in the text or in the manners of the age, for the 
phrase, the uppermust rooms at feasts."" The 
Greek is ** protoklisian,’’ which the Vulgate re- 
produced literally ia “ primos recubitus. The 
phrase is vaguely rendered by the revisers 
“chief place.“ which, although it conveys no 
suggestion of a reclining posture, is a marked 
improvement on the old version. In the eightn 
verse the word “ kathegetes” is correctly ren- 
dered **teacber.’’ The vid version had master 
following the Vulgate “ magister,”’ which was 
right enough in Latin; the English word 
master.“ however, should be reserved for an- 
other Greek term. We do not understand, 
therefore, why the revisers should, in the fol- 
lowing verses, retain the very word which they 
have just repudiated.

It 
missed the force of the Greek word diflli- 
zuntes. whieh the Vulgate caugbt in exco- 
luntes, and which is reproduced in the revis- 
ion, * Ye blind guides which strain out the gnat 
and swallow the camel.“ A gross blunder 
in the translation of prepusitions may be 
cited in the twenty-tifth verse, chap- 
ter twenty-three, of the old versiwn: 
* Within they are full of extortion and excess.” 
The Greek bad “ex” followed vy a genitive, 
which the Vulgate very properly represented by 
the ablative withouta preposition. The revis- 
ers, of course, substitute“ from” for “of.” In 
the forty-third verse of the old transiation 
“damnavion” is drain displaced by “ judg- 
mont.“ The Greek text bas tue simple word 
* krisis,”’ transplaated to the Vulgate as judi- 
cium.” In the thirty-Otth verse, as almost 
everywhere, the oll version translates the word 
‘“*naos” “temple,” ang has no other word for 
“hieron.” It is obvious that the latter term ro- 
fers to the whole incvliusure, and the former to 
that inciosed buiiding, ur part of a building, ro- 
served for Specially sacred purposes. The old 
transiators follow the Vuivate in confusing 
these two words; but iu this part of Matthew 
the revisers have marked the diference, Caliu 
“naos” “sanctuary,” and “hieron” » temple.’ 
— are not always consistent in this re- 
gaurd. 

Inthe seventh verse of the twenty-fourth 
chu pter the revisers omit the word “ pestilences,” 
which is found, however, in the Vulgate and ia 
the Greek of tne Oxford text. In the third verse 
of the twenty-tifth chapter the old versiou ran: 
They that were foolish too< their lamps, and 
took no oil with them.“ This was 


A VERY AWKWARD RENDERING 
of the Greek, which is now reproduced as fol- 
lows: For the folish, when they took their 
lamps, took no oil with them.” The sixth verse, 
as it appears in the old version., furnishes 
cumulative proof that the authors drew at 
secoud band through the Vulgate, and seldom 
used the Greek even to detect the faults of 
their medium. The verse was: * And ac midnight 
were wasea cry made, Behold the bridezroom 
cometh: go ye out to meet ulm.“ Now,.the ery 
came from the outside, and of course the virgins 
were summoned to“ come out,“ not to“ go out.” 
The Greek word was “exerchesthe,’’ which the 
revisers, we need scarcely say, render “vome ye 
forth.”" The Vuigate,un the other hand, bad 
“exite,”’ which was obviously a hasty and clumsy 
transiation, reproduced, however, as we 
have said, with srupulous tideiity im the old 
version. in the ninth verse the revieers tusert 
the word “peradventure”™ before the clause 
“there will nat be envugh for us and you.” 
Thoy get this adverb from the “pote” in the 
Greek word “mepote’’s it seems to us that the 
Vulgate “ne forte“ was much better. In the 
th:rriceuth verse the revisers omit the eonciud- 
mg words. “wherein the Son of Man cometa.” 
Tuere is warrant for them in the Greek of the 
Oxford text, but the 2 2 does not give them, 
and they are wanting some ancwent mangu- 
scripts. Here again the revisers hoid that the 
old translators were unable to improve the Vul- 
gute. in the twenty-seventh verse the author- 
ized version traustated the Greek word “ toko”’ 
by transferring “uasura’’ from the Vuigate. Of 
course usury bas acquired a secondary mean- 
lug. and the revisers very 1 ou titute 
“iaterest.”

much nearer to“ prwtorion.“ which word bad 
been transferred from the Latin to Greek to 
designate tne abode of a Roman Governor. In 
the thirty-fourth verse Jesus is 

GIVEN “ WINE” TO DRINK, 
not “ vinegar"; the Greek word for vinegar” 
1s retained in the Oxford text, but the revisers 
have tollowed other authorities, It is again 
worth noting that they confirm the Vulgate, 
which bad “ vinum.” In the forty-third verse, 
“if be wil have him” is replaced by “if he 
desireth him, —sbowing that the sense is “He 
trusteth on Goa: let God deliver him now, if 
God desireth bim.” This, the piain meaning of 
the Greek, was well enough preserved in the 
Vulgate— Confidit in Deo; Nberet nunc, si vult 
eum.“ In verse 50, spirit is substituted for 
“ gbost ''—** Jesus rendered up bis spirit. The 
Greek word, of course, was “pneuma,”’ which 
the V ulgute reproduced in spiritus.“ 

It will be impossibie for us, in the Space at 
our command, to go through the narratives of 
Mark and Luke with equal minuteness. Nor is 
it neeessary, since the record of Jesus’ life as 
exhibited iu the Synoptics iavoives, of course, 
many repetitions, where even the language is 
80 early identical as to cast doubt in the minds 
of Gertain critics on the independent origin of 
the first two books. As a rule, the changes 
made by the revisers in the first Gospel are re- 
peated whenever the oceasion comes; but this is 
unfortunately not always the case. Thus the 
verb “ skandalizein,’’ which in Matthew the ro- 
visers are careful to render correctly to cause 
stumbling,’ is in Mark continually misrepre—- 
sented, as in the old version, by “to give of- 
feuse.“ Here and there in Mark we come on 
changes ot text,—thus,in verse twenty-four, 
chapter one, the words Lot us alone” are omit- 
ted. This 16 another instance where the Vul- 
gate is pronounced by the revisers superior to 
the authorized version. I verse forty-two the 
revisers strike out the Greek words eipoutos 
aucou,” which the Vulgate made oum dix- 
set. King James’ transiators bad retained 
them. In other words, the latter were pretty 
sure to commit ali the mistakes which the Vu 
gate mude before them, while, in almost every 
justance whero they tried to amend the Latin 
version, 

THEY ALTERED FOR THE WORSE. 

In the fifteenth verse of the third chapter the 
revisers strike out the words to heal sickness,”’ 
although they occur in the Greek of the Oxford 
text aud the Vulgate, as weil asin the author- 
ized version. The ‘verb “to be converted” is 
displaced by “to tura again” in verse twelve, 
chapter four. The Greek is “epistrepsosi,” 
which the Vulgate bad rendered “ convertan- 
tur, a good enougst translation until the Latin 
bad acquired its present secondary meaning. In 
the thirtieth verse we have iu exchange for 
“With what comparison shall we compare it?’ 
the much more elective and literal transiation, 
“In wuat parable shall we set it forth?“ The 
Greek is Eu pola parabole parabaiomen.” In 
tho first verse of the fifth chapter the revisers 
have Gerusenes.“ Why, then. in the parallel 
passage in Matthew do they call the same people 
*Gadarenes?”’ it was with a like —— | 
that the vid Englisa translators were reproacked. 
The Vulgate bas * Gerasenes in both instances. 
In chapter six, verse eleven, the revisers 
have rejected the whole, sentence, “ Verily, 
I gay unto you, it stall de more toler- 
able for Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of 
judgment than for that city,’’—another triumph 
for the Vulgate, ia which these words do not o- 
cur; they are found, bowever, in the Greek of 
the Oxford text. In verse W., the meaningiess 
“When Herod heard bit be did many things,” 
is replaced by was much perplexed." The old 
English transiators simply reproduced the Vul- 
gate “multa faciebat,” which is supported by 
some Greek manuscripts, and still figures in the 
Oxford text. Another change for which the re-

occurs at verse twenty-three, chapter nine. The 
old version, herein agreeing with the Vulgate and 
with the Greek of the ford text, had, It 
thou canst believe, ail things are possible to him 
that belleveth.“ —a senteace so plainly tauto- 
logical that it may be suspected the word 
“pisteusai’”’ (“ credere”’’) was repeated by a 
transcriber. The passage now runs as follows: 
“If thou canst! All things are possible to him 
that believeth.”” We should like, nevertheless, 
— see the authorities for this admirable emeuda- 
tion. 

it is well known that the account of the resur- 
rection in Mark’s Gospel, contained in verses 
nine to twenty of the last chapter iu the author- 
ized version, is accounted urnauthentic by the 
great majority of scholars. Not only is it not 
found in the two oldest manuscripts, but many 
of the early fathers expreasiy refer to it as 
spurious. Interval evidence should suthee to 
discredit the pasenge, seeing that there are 
many words io these verses which are nowhere 
else used in Mark. The case, indeed, against 
this passage is overwbelmiugly strong, aithough 
it occurs in the Vulgate, and is still retained 
without a word of caveat in the Greek of the 
Oxford text. The revisers priut the account, 
but separute it from the rest of tue Gospel, and 
call attention to their reasons in a marginal 
note. It would have been better to 
OMIT THE SPURIOUS VERSES ALTOGRTHER. 
That which has as a matter of fact been done 
wears the look of a compromise. Whut, bow- 
ever, but compromises cau at best be expected, 
change of text, no matter how 
strongly recommended, had to be ratified by 


two-thirds of a committee, every member of 


which was uot omy a scholar but a divine—gov- 
erned, in uther words, by a good many consider- 
ations besides the rules of textual criticism? 
The first verse of the first chapter of Luke 
contains an emendation of some moment. The 
authorized version runs, a declaration of those 
things which are most surely believed among 
us. The Greek words are “ perplerophoremenon 
en hemin,“ which the Vulgate rendered que 
in nobis complete sunt.“ The revisers again 
contirm the Vulgate, and print those matters 
When have been fullfilled (or well established) 
among us.“ So, too, in the third verse the re- 
visers are much closer to the Latin than to the 
nuthorized English version. Instead of * It 
seemed good to one having nad perfect under- 
standing of all things from tne very rst, we 
now bave “ having traced the course of all things 
accurately from tue urst.“ We need not point 
out the Dearing of this passage upon the ques- 
tion how tar Luke was an eye-Witness of 
The Greek is * pare- 
koiouthekoti anothen pasin akribos,” which 
the Vulgate rendered with sufficient fidelity aus- 
secuto omnia a principiodiligenter.” In the 
twenty-eighth verse we find stricken out from 
the new version the words “ Blessed art thou 
amoug women, wuocse equivalents are in the 
Vulgate and the Greek of the Oxford text. Here 
is nnother instance where the production of au- 
thorities will be looked forward to with interest. 
In the old version we were told (Luke, chapter 
two, verse one) that la those days there went 
out a decree from Cwsar Augustus that all the 
world should be taxed.” Now, the Greek word 
is ** apogrupbesthai” (to be written off ur written 
down), and the V uigate bit itaptiy enough in “ de- 
scriberetur.”” But some of King James’ trans- 
lators thought they could prove upon the Vui- 
ate, and cuime to grief in tue word * taxed.”

In the second chapter of Luke (verse fourteen) 
we see the revisers again discarding the attempt 
of hing James’ translators to better the Vul- 
wate. The Latin trunsiation ran Gloria in 
ultissimis Deo, et in terra pax bominibus bone 
vyoluntatis.”” This is obviously a different thing 
from the “On earth peace, good wiil to men,. 
which is, however, borne out by the Greek of the 
Oxford text, “ Ol ges eirene en antaropvis 
eudokia.”” The new version, however, rejects 
this text and priuts, Ou e peace among 
men la whom be is well pleased, offering asa 
marginal substitute “men of good pleasure ” 
“ voluntas.” lu the third chapter, twenty-third 
verse, we were toidin the old version, Aud 
Jesus himself beguu to ve about thirty years of 
age.”

Those who ba ve follow this cursory review 
of the changes introdu in the Synoptics will 
not expect the revisers to deal otherwise than 

TENDERLY WITH THE FOURTH GOSPEL, 
although there are scholars to whom the name 
of Christian cannot be denied that will accept 
this narrative neither as che work of the Apus- 
tle John nor as the autheatic record of an 7 
witness. But it will have been observed 
even with the first three Evangelists most of the 
alterations made are concerned rather more 
with the better translation of Greek words than 
with profound excisions and suppressions of the 
original texts. Much less likely was it that St. 
John's narrative, which, whatever its bistorical 
value, is of peculiar importance to Cristian 
theology, would suffer material disoredit or mu- 
tilation at the hands of a committee made up of 
clergymen, and whose decisions touching the 
text, we must constantly bear in mind, required

The name ot the place (verse twenty- 
eight) where che interview with John p- 
tist took place is Bethabara in the old version 
ang in the Greek of the Oxford text. The re- 
visers make it Bethany, agreeing with the Vul- 


gate. ‘ 

The thirtieth verse, chapter first, ran in the 
old version, After me cometh a wan which 
was preferred before me, for he was before me.” 
In the revision, by combining part of the Eng- 
lish text with the marginal note, we get a cor- 
rect translation of the Greek. “After me 
cometh a maa which is becowe before me; for 
he was first in regard of me.” Greek 
„ protos mou” was fairty enough rendered by 
„prior“ with the ablative in the Vulgate “quia 
prior me erat.“ In verse eiguteen, chapter seo- 
ond, and geueraliy througuout this Gospel. the 
Greek word semeion is tranalated * sign,” 
not miracle.“ The proper word for miracie is 
“teras,’"" which occurs in the fourth chapter 
verse forty-eight, of this Gospel, “semeia kai 
teruta, for which the Vulgate gives “ sigaa et 

rodigia,” and the revisers “ signs and wonders.” 

n verse twenty-three of the second chapter 
“semeia,” which the old transiation made 
„ mirucles.“ the proper meaning is now care- 
fully preserved in sigus in the third verse 
of chapter three, * except a man be born again 
is replaced by “except a man be born anew,” or 
“from above.“ The alternative reading seems 

referable for the Greek adverb “ auothen.”’ 
The Vulgate had “nisi quis renatus fuerit 
denuo.“ 

The passage (verse fifty-three, chapter seven, 
to verse twelve. chapter eigut) contuining the 
incident of the woman taken in adultery, and 
whom Jesus refused to cohdemn, is not wholly 
repudiated, as we bave said, by the revisers, but 
marked off by a spaee from the context. 
warginal note admits that most of the ancient 
authorities reject the passage, and even those 
who retain it vary wideiy ia their versions of it. 
It should bave been added that most even of the 
mauuscripte which include it set a mark against 
it to point out its questionaple character, and 
that the internal evideuce supplied by diction is 
enough to dispose of its pretensions to belong to 
John's narrative. That the revisers should have 
given any sort of recognitdien to this flagrant 
interpolation attests

In the Greek the subsidiary 
clause begins with tke coojuation hotl.“ for 
which “seeing chat might have answered 
even better than “in that.“ The fourteenth 
and fifteenth verses of chapter x. went as fol- 
lows in the vid versie: “lam the good shep- 
herd, and kuow my sheep, and am knowa of 
mine. As the Father knoweth me, even 80 
know I the Father.“ Robert Stephens’ sub- 
division into verses is doubtless chargeable 
with the mistransiation here. The Greek is 
properly fendered by the revisers, “Il know 
miue own and mine owa keow me, as the Father 
knoweth me and I know the Father.“ 

Coming to the twertieth verse of the eleventh 
chapter, we find that the Greek bas Maria de 
en to ko ekathezeto,”” waich the old version 
rendered “ Mary sat still ia the house.“ re 
is no warrant for stil at ali. unless we look 
for it in the tense of the verb, but the revisers 
have chosen to keep it, transposing it, however, 
80 as not to affect tae sense, “Mary still. sat in 
the house. According to the oid version, chap- 
ter thirteen, verse twenty-four, read thus: 
“Simon Peter beckoned to him [John] that he 
should ask who it sheuld be of whom he [Jesus] 
spake.”’. This is well enough supported by the 
Greek of the Oxford text; but the revisers have 
preferred some other

for they print. Simon Peter therefore beckon- 
eth to bim. and saith unto him, Tell us who it is 
of whom he speuketk.”” it is curious to see 
them thus returning to the Vulgate, from which 
King James trausiators had diverged. The 
parity of the Vulgate to the new version will be 
ut once recoguized: “Innuit ergo huic Simon 
Petruz et dixit ei, Quis est de quo die'“ In the 
tweifth verse of chapter seveuteen occur two 
Greek verbs, “eteroun” and ephulaxa, 
both of which the old version’ ren- 
dered by one and the same word, “kept.” 
There was no excuse for this poverty of er- 
pression, siuce the Vulgate nad been careful to 
preserve the distinotton by servabam and 
“custodivi,” which the revisers reproduce in 
“kept” and “guarded.” It is a great pity that 
anattempt was not made in the fifteenth, six- 
teenth, and seventeenth verses ot the last chap- 
ter of Jobn—* Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me more than these, etc.—to preserve tke dis- 
tinction between the Greek verbs egapav and 
„ philo,”” on which the whole force of the pas- 
sage depends. There were two kinds of love, 
one far more tender and devoted than the other, 
and, while his Master asks if ne feels the former, 
Peter will not profess to feel other than the lat- 
ter. The distinction is aimed at, and to some 
extent brought out. in the Vulgate as toilows: 
Simon Jauuis, diligw me plus his? Dicit ei: 
Etiam, Domine, tu se4 quia amo te.“

DRESSING THE HAIR. 

A book that should give the full history of 
the feminine headdress would be a book full 
of interest. How many long and patient re- 
searches its author would have to make to 
glve even a glimpse of the thousands on 
thousands of transformations that the natural 
ornament of the human skull has undergone 
aé the bidding of taste and of caprice! 

Qur first parent, Adam, parted his hair in 
the middle; Eve, no doubt lazier, contented 
herself with letting hers fall over her shoul- 
ders like a veil of gold. But what changes 


sin ce then! 

During the epoch of paganism the priest- 
esses of Bacchus appeared in public with 
flowing tresses, while Diana and her nymphs 
are represented as knotting their hair on the 
top of their heads. The cuiffure of the an- 
cient Greek ladies, as also of the Roman 
dames, was of an extreme simplicity; they 
parted the hair on the top of the head and 
braided itin long plaits falling down the 
shoulaers. Very often they made with these 
plaits atwist behind the head, which was 
kept lu place by means of a bandelet. The 
Roman ladies, whose slaves were counted 
by thousands, employed many of these solely 
in dressing their hair. Wo to the siaves if 
the coiffure became disarranged! Patience 
was not one of the virtues of the fashiona- 
ble women of those days. They diverted 
themselves by thrusting long pincers into 
the flesh of their improvised hairdressers. 

Even at that time the hairpin was already 
in use, for we know that Flavia, by way of 
insulting the corpse of Cicero, drewa hair- 
pin from her locks and thrust it through the 
tongue of the iliustrious orator, as though thus 
taking vengeance for the sarcasms that tongue 
bad buried at her. The use of hair-powder was 
also known, since Poppea, tne second wite of 
Nero, never allowed herself to be seen by ber 
lord and master until she had first covered her 
locks with a powder of gold. 6 

During the middie ages fashion did not get 
any further than the plaits and bandeaux 
until the Crusaders left an Oriental imprint on 
the art of bairdressing. Toward 1000 a revo- 
lution suddenly broke out among the ladies, who 
set the pattern of elegance; curis became the 
fashion and graciously Shaded the charming 
features of the La Valliéres, the Sévignés, the 
Maintenons, the Ninon de Kuclos, and the 
other beauties who adorned the reign of Louis 
XIV. Alittle later the pyramidal headdresses 
came into vogue and grew to ridiculous bights. 
So absurdly high were they that indies going to 
the ball were forced to kneel down in their car- 
riages or to thrust thoir heads out of the win- 
duws. In caricatures of the period bairdressers 
on the way tothe houses of their patrons are 
represented as carrying ladders upon their 
backs. 

Tne Revolution of 1729 was a terrible blow to 
the artists of my profession, and the disuse of 
powder and of wigs furced them to sensibly 
modify irart. it was at this time that a bair- 
dresser named Michalon invented and brought 
into fashion the practice of exhibiting different 
stylesof beaddresses on the heads of the wax 
figures which still ornament the windows of his 
successors. The reigas of Louis XVIII. Charies 
X., and Louis Philippe contributed uvthing to 
the history of 2 — except fasbions that 
nowadays would be considered eccentric. 

With the adveut of the second empire we en- 
ter the domain of modern bairdressing. Felix 
Escalier, bairdresser to the Empress Lugénie, 
composed for the wedding of that sovereign a 
oviffure consisting of two bandeau infront; the 
one inthe Marie Stuart style, the other rolied, 
beginning at the top of the head and falling 

racefully down tbe neck in littie curis. Tins 

resser of crowned heads was before everything 
else an innovatur. For many years be created 
the new styles. His professioual brethren could 
not succeed in imituting bim. aud they em- 
ployed ali kinds of straiegems to discover bis 
secrets. One day as he was dressing the hair of 
the wife of a great dignitary of the empire be 
perceived of these rivals who. disguised as a 
valet, bad entered the shop to spy wut the new 
style, in order to employ it oi the head of one 
of his own clients. Felix, preteuding not to see 
auything, dressed madame's head in the most 
laugbabie and grotesque fashion that he could 
devise. As 6000 as his rival bad gone away he 
undid ali that he had done and constructed a 
scientinoe and novel coiffure. As for the rival. 
he imitated with implicit confidence what he 
had seen. Filled with enthusiasm, be dressed the 
bair of his client. a lady whe was to pass the 
evening at the Tuileries. Her entrance into the 
Imperial ball room was the signai for laughter 
and jests ou all sides, It was the ruin of the un- 
lucky bairdresser. 


SOPHIE PEROWSKY. 

The Czarina is now said to be in mortal 
terror lest the Nihilists should, as they 
threatened before the execution of the five, 
avenge on her children the death of Sophie 
Perowsky. It would have been good policy 
to have made a hostage of that extraordinary 
heroine, who is already regarded, it appears, 
asamartyr by the discontented classes in 
Russia, high and low. Her posthumous in- 
fluence and prestige are said to be immense. 
Although political assasination is nota crime 
that tempts French men and women, admira- 
tion is expresged everywhere for Sophie 
Perowsky, of whom the pretty Viscountess 
de Rainneville,a leader of fashion in the 
Orleanist part of the Faubourg St. Germain, 
was a first cousin. The uncle of Sophie was 
also the first tutor of the present Czar and 
an intimate friend of Muriavieff. It is 
whispered, too, in Mme. de Raiuneville's 
drawing-room, that the Nihilist heroine was 
a natural daughter of Alexander II.

When she escaped 
and got to St. Petersburg she feil iu with Hart- 
mann, of whem she became the intimate asso- 
ciate, but not the mistress. They lived together 
for a few years. Sophie was supposed tu be a 
wasberwoman and a mechanic. What an ex- 
traordinary career hers was! 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Trib- 
ulet states that she kissed in the dock her feillow- 
convicts, and with quiet cheerfulness told them 
to rejoice. He was told by Baranoff, the Prefect 
of Police, not to telegraph this detail, which be 
has sent by letter. Auothber forbidden detail 
wasastutement made by Michaeloff to the ef- 
fect that be had invented a balloon susceptible 
of being directed, and that unless the Ozur guve 
a constitution it would be used against him. The 
Votaire’s St. Petersburg correspondent com- 
pares Sophie for beauty, aristocratic elegance of 
form, and for candor, to Rosalind and Viola. 
Yet she could be secretive,and her ruses in 
evading the police were endless. The account 
given by Figaro's yy of the manner 
in which her siender little feet danoed in the air 
when the executioners strung ber up to the gal- 
lows has excited the greatest norror in Paris.

Along the embankment between Black- 
friars and Westminster the student of social 
science way on Sunday evening observe the.
